a. With respect to paragraph 2a, Attack Sorties - 

opposite Air Force, the figure 8,1*36 
includes 307 £-52 sorties. 

b. With respect to paragraph 2b, Monthly Average bv 

.PMSIWt^g. 13.6.5 » opposite South 
Vietnam, the figure 11,971 Includes 1,562 B-52 sorties. 

2, Sortie capability by B-52s operating out of Guam 
is presently 4-20 B-52 sorties per month, This figure is 
& multiple of the average aircraft possessed (30), times 
the sorties per aircraft per month (14) . 

3, The B-52 conventional bomb capacity is currently 
51 bombs. Twenty-seven bombs, either 500 lb,, 750 lb,, 
or JSC59 1*000 lb., can be carried internally. Twenty- 
four 750 lb. bombs can be externally carried. Between 
1 April and 1 May 1966 a B-52 High Density Bomb Bay 
Modification will be completed to permit a greater bomb 
carrying capacity , The modification will enable B-52s 
to carry 27 1,000 lb,, 42 75 0 lb., or 84 500 lb. bombs 
internally, plus 24 750 lb. bombs externally.
